Some of the buffer amplifier devices 
can deliver in excess of 10 volts peak-to-peak 
(Vp-p) of relatively undistorted output; 
therefore, strong-signal handling is generally 
nota problem. 

The devices are usually operated with two 
equal-amplitude, opposite-polarity power 
supplies. Doing this allows operation down 
to DC. If RF-only operation is desired, a single 
supply and capacitive input/output coupling 
may be used. Figure t illustrates the generic 
version of buffer card that forms the heart af 
this active whip design. Table 1 gives a list of 
commercially-available buffer amplifier chips 
and information regarding device pin-outs. 
The manufacturers can provide device data 
sheets, prices, and the names of regional 
distributors. Figure 2 shows the schematic of 
a typical broadband active whip built around 
the buffer card of Figure 1. Figure 3 shows 
how this whip can be mated to an RTU-1 
Remote Tuning Unit and a controller to 
provide remotely-tuned operation offering 
substantially greater gain and dynamic range. 

The intention of this article is to stimulate 
DxXers to try this alternative design approach 
to active whips. Many good articles have been 
written about constructing active whips with 
discrete transistors (usually FET input to FET 
or bipolar output). The whips I've built from 
“canned buffers” have performed as well, or 
better than, most of the conventional two- 
transistor models.

The LH0033CG-based buffer card (which 
I've designated BUF-A) clearly outperforms 
the vast majority of discrete-FET front-ends 
I've built when it comes to strong-signal 
handling {immunity to harmonic and 
intermodulation distortion). Now I've finally 
reached the point at which varactors used in 
remotely-tuned applications are the weaker 
link than the front-end card. (The varactors 
-can still take a jot of "heat" before yielding any 
spurs.) Very weak WRKO-680 X 2 can be 
heard with WLYN-1360 nulled on a remotely- 
tuned loop with the BUF-A. With the BUF-A 
in a conventional tuning- capacitor (non- 
remote) loop, there is no evidence of a WRKO 
harmonic with WLYN nulled - only WDRC- 
1360 (Hartford, CT) is noted. Some discrete- 
FET amplifiers could not pass this daytime 
test, whether tuned by variable capacitors or 
by varactors. 

When operated at B+ = 12.6 VDC (typical 
car cigarette-lighter jack output), an clean 
output of 6 Vpp is achievable. Scope tests 


show that higher supply voltage (up to 40 
VDC) can yield even greater low-distortion 
output levels. Heat-sinking is advisable at 
high supply voltages. For continuous high 
signal level operation (urban sites), the 
National LH0063CK (at about twice the price 
of the LH0033CG) may offer slightly improved 
IMD performance for the perfectionist.

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MWDX Notes from Vacation Trip to S. Lee, M 
By Mark Connelly-WALION 


In mid-April of 1993, my wife, my son, and 
I took a one-week "spring break” in the 
Berkshire Hills at the Oak 'N' Spruce Resort in 
South Lee, MA. The location, in the 
southwestern corner of the state, is near the 
New York and Connecticut borders. Most of 
the time was spent in sightseeing, swimming 
in the indoor pool, etc. After a winter that 
featured 7-day, 70+ hour, third-shift work 
weeks and worse-than-average weather, the 
need to unwind was great. Although DX was 
telatively low on the priority list, I did manage 
to “sneak“ some in. 

Equipment used was a Realistic DX440 
portable receiver and the homebrew RTL-2 
remotely-tuned loop used in conjunction with 
the MWT-3 Regenerative Tuner / Controller.
